The Canadian ILoan— Cau- 
tion to the Electors ! 

Wo ask the serious uttentioa of the elect- 
ors of Victoria to a few stern, facts in 
oonneotion with the policy of the liocal 
Uovernment to borrow money from Can- 
ada at this (the most important crisis) 
Diat has ever occurred in tlio history of 
our Proviuoo Binco wo booauio eonfodor- 
fttod with Ciiuada. It has bcou truly said 
that it is easy to make assertions, but ex- 
tremely dillliiult to prove them. "We in- 
tend to do both; and to aooomplish these 
objects we shall not call to our aid ths 
sophistries and falsehood^ ' of tbia Oov- 
erameqt; but shall rely upon the statutes 
of the Province and of Canada for anp- 
pbrlai^d proof. By 8eotion2of the Terms 
of Union it is provided that British Co- 
Inmbia, not having iuonrrod debts equal 
to those of other Provinces, shall bo on- 
titled to roceivo by half-yearly paymoutp, 
in udvanee, from the Dominion (tovern- 
ment, iutorost at tbo rate of five per cent, 
per annum on Iho diflerence between the 
nciual nmount of its indebtedness from 
the date of the Union and the indebted- 
ness per head of the population of Nova 
Scotiii and New Brnnawiok, the popula- 
tion of British Oolambia being rated at 
60,000. The difference between the ao 
tual and assumed iuilcbtedness wasfonnd 
to be about $900,000, which, at 5 per 
cent, per annum, yields an annual rovon- 
uo of 84I">,000, which is paid us along 
witli tbo remainder of the subsidy of Ca- 
nada. Now, the policy whioli our Gov- 
ernment propose to carry out, if returned 
to power, is to take the principal sum of 
8900,000 and surrender the intorost of 
$15,000 for6Tdr, thilS-xeducing the annual 
subsidy derived from Canada, already in- 
sufficient for tbe< general purpose of gov- 
' efning the country, by $45,000.- We 
shall not stop now to consider tlio efTeet 
on the revenue of this surromior of near 
ly one-fourth of our revenue, nor to point 
out tho inevitable crushing taxation that 
will follow next year. Those points must 
be painfully evident to every one who 
tikes the trouble to consider the question 
a single moment. Onr present object is 
to disprove the claim of tho fiovornmout 
and its supporters that the SUOO.OOO is 
ours under the Terms of Union. Indeed , 
it is only within the last six months tliut 
any such absurd claim was sot up. In tbo 
session of 1874, when an Act to capitalize 
the $900,000 was passed by the Local 
House at the instance of our Government, 
it was not protended that we were entitl- 
ed to tho money, because the first section 
of the Act reads a.3 follows: 

"1. NOTWITHSTANDING anything 
ontained in Article 2 of the Terms of 
Union aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the 
Government of British Columbia * * * 
to apply for and receivefrom tho'Domin- 
lon Government saoh sums of monoj' as 
shall together not exceed the difforeuco 
between the actnal debt and the allowed 
debt of the Province." 

Now, then, if the money becomes ours 
under tho Terms of Union, why employ 
the words "NOTWITHSTANDING any- 
thing goontained" in tho Terms? Tlie 
fact that the Act wae found necessary to 
anable the Government to touch the mo- 
tiey shows plainly that the money was 
not ours at that time. Section 3 of the 
same Act says; 

"U shull bo lawful for tho Province of 
ihitish Columbia to EEFUND at any 
time to the Dominion the sums so ad- 
vanced as aforesaid to be held upon and 
subject to the same conditions by tho 
Dominion Government as the moneys 
now held by them." 

"Refund" means to pay back, to re- 
Bt'irc.that which is taken; that is, borrow- 
ed.

When attauked for liis remissness tho 
Attoruoy-Qoiieral said llmt he had been 
too busy to prepare it! Now Messrs. l\Ic- 
Croight and Itobertsou hiivo retired from 
politics, and tho Govonimont are doing 
their best to defeat Mr. Davie at Cariboo 
with tho oljjoot of having but ONE LAW- 
YER (and that lawyer Mr. Walkem) in 
the next House. Woput itto tho elect- 
ors of tho Province whothor a duo regard 
for tho long life of Mr. V/iillvom and tlie 
security of Law licforni cull for such a 
state of things ? Even were the Attorney 
General (like Barkisj "willin'," he ought 
not to bo Buffered to sacritlco himself on 
tho altar of bis couutry in this sort of 
Way. Ho wants able legal assiatauco in 
prepaiinn uuiiniirei! for law rnfdrni as 
well as introducing bills of every ilescrip- 
tiou. And tho pooplL) ought to see that 
ho is jirovided with that assiatuuco. Sup- 
pose, too, that Mr. Walkem should bede- 
foated at Cariboo (a by no means improb- 
able result of bis misconduct) what would 
tho country do for an Attorney General 
in tiiot event if they defeat all (the other 
lawyer caudidutes ?
